Flanked by opposing democratic 
candidates for the senate—former 
Gov. 
George White and Senator 
Robert J. Bulkley, an old Harvard 
classmate—Mr. Roosevelt specific- 
ally paid tribute to Bulkley for 
his work in projecting administra- 
tion reforms, referring 
to him 


affectionately as "Bob." 
The president, offering a vig- 


orous verbal defense of his pol- 
icies, hailed his administrate .i's 
"protective statutes" as mutual 
insurance companies that in effect 
Were but a return to the healthy 
practices of mutual self-help of the 
early settlers of the northwest. 
His speech, historical in char- 
acter, was in connection with the 
150th anniversary celebration of 
the settling of the northwest ter- 
ritory, which began on the site 
that now is Marietta.

Nelson is said to have told Mr. 


Roosevelt that he could not accept 
the job on a permanent basis be- 
cause of his business connections, 
tt was understood that this condi- 
tion caused last minute reconsid- 
eration of the appointment and led 
;he president to delay announce- 
ment of the appointment until 
after he left Washington. 


Whether Nelson ultimately will 
lake the job on a temporary basis 
was not learned. 


Nelson would neither confirm 


nor deny that he had been offered 
the post when he was reached 
in Chicago Friday. 
"Anything about the wage-hour 


post will have to come from the 
white 
house," 
Nelson told 
the 


United Press. 
However, administration sources 


-aid Nelson had been offered the 
post and that only the question 
of permanency of his tenure had 
held up the announcement. 
At 49, Nelson is a vice president 
jf the company he joined in 1912 
as a chemist to work one year in 
order to attend the University of 
Chicago where he hoped to get a 
Ph. D. degree in economics. 


He was resident director of the 


industrial advisory board of NRA 
in 1934. When S. Clay Williams 
succeeded Gen. Hugh Johnson as 
administrator, Nelson became as- 
sistant administrator and chair- 
man of the board. Later, he was 
code administration director. Dur- 
ing NRA days. Nelson became ac-

Hillman, 
vice chairman of the committee 
for industrial organization and ac-

State Government Costs 


DEPARTMENT OF ROADS AND 


IRRIGATION. 


Motor 
Vehicle 
Inspection 
and 


Safety Patrol. 


One of the newest subdivisions 


of the state government, the mo- 
tor vehicle inspection bureau and 
safety patrol was created by act of 
the first unicamcral legislature. 


Its duties are to provide tests 


for all motor vehicles which will 
be In use on the highways of. the 
state to determine whether their 
lights and brakes are up to stan- 
dard. 


The bureau also inspects testing 
stations thruout the state to see 
thftt they are properly equipped 
to makr state and municipal tests. 


The safety patrol, besides being 


charged with the enforcement of 
the states traffic laws, also gives 
tests to those who apply for li- 
censes to operate motor vehicles 
in Nebraska. The captain of the 
safety patrol is director of the 
other bureau. 


The head of the department re- 
ceives $300 per month as salary. 
The 21 employes of the division re- 
ceive salaries ranging from $70 
per month to $2- 
fiO per month. The 


44. patrolmen receive $125 per 
month. 


The bureau and the safety pa- 


trol is entirely supported by money 
which is received from car opera- 
tor's license fees. Estimate of the 
costs for the biennium were set at 
$450,000.

Members of the first seven-man 


council concede what no former 
council, 
publicly at 
least, 
con- 
ceded—that there are numerous 
defects in the pi-esent valuation 
structure. At Friday's hearing oi 
the board of equalization, council- 
men individually suggested

.hings: A scientific study to de- 
:ermine fair values and uniformity 
in valuation as between city and 
county. 


Lack of uniformity is empha- 


sized by scanning the records of 
:he two governmental subdivisions. 
Variations, in some instances, are 
extreme. Councilmen nodded their 
heads when R. E. Campbell, vice 
president, 
made 
the 
following 
statement: 


"We have experienced perpetua- 


;ion of errors in matter of assess- 
ment for tax purposes for more 
than 30 years. 
We should, with 
all possible speed, take steps look- 
ing to uniform assess/nent as be- 
tween city and county. They (the 
county) arc no better than we. It 
is a case of two in the same boat. 
We know that we must have so 
much money for operating pur- 
poses. 
The basis upon which we 
charge the property owner should 
be sound and fair. WP should urge 


scientific study acceptable 
to 


both city and county looking to 
uniformity." 
"We haven't kept up to date in 
our valuations," said E. L. Smith. 
"We should have an appraisal we 
can stand back of. I am not so 
much concerned with the mill levy 
as with fair and uniform valua- 
tions. 
Surely we should have a 


scientific foundation for our re- 
turns." 
"There are numerous inequal- 


ties," 
said 
Mayor 
Copeland. 


"These can be corrected only thru

FLOOD INCREASING 


IN RULO VICINITY 


Road to White Cloud Under 


Water; Rains Cause the 


Nemaha to Rise. 


FALLS CITY, Neb. (UP). The 
rampaging 
Missouri 
river 
has 


caused damage running into thou- 
sands of dollars by inundating hun- 
dreds of acres of wheat land in the 
bottoms both north and south of 
Rulo. 


The river rose four-tenths of a 


foot during Thursday. 
The stage 
Friday was 16.87 feet, or only .2 
below the 16.89 stage which was 
registered in & disastrous flood 
three years ago. 


The river had covered the main 
road between 
HVilo and 
'White 


Cloud, Has., to a depth of between 
6 and S inches, and all traffic over 
the road was expected to be sus- 
pended. 


The 
Nemaha 
river, 
largest 
stream in Richardson county, also 
was rising rapidly, due to heavy 
rains over its watershed during the 
night, and its overflow seemed a 
possibility. 


In the neighborhood of Falls City 


the river had caused damage run- 
ning into 
thousands of 
dollars. 
Hundreds of acres of wHeat land 
in the bottoms north and south of 
Rulo were under water. 


NBBRASA CITY. 
(UP). 
The 
flood situation in this vicinity re 
mained about the same-Friday 
morning 
as on Thursday. 
The 
river crested at 17.2 feet Thurs- 
day night and had receded a tenth 
of a foot by morning. 
Thousands 


of acres of farm land remained 
under water on both sides of the 
river. 


BARTLETT, la. 
(UP). More 
than 1,000 acres of farm land were 
under water here Friday morning, 
as the Missouri river ran bank 
full and threatened further en- 
croachment. 
The 
situation 
at 


Bartlett was reported "no better 
and no worse" than Thursday 
night, when hastily built dikes 
constructed by CCC workers and 
farmers were swept aside. 
The 


river at that point appeared to 
be stationary, and with a drop 
reported upstream, it was felt that 
the crisis may have been passed. 


PACIFIC JUNCTION, la. (UP). 
The Missouri river has swept over 
'ts banks here and flooded an area 
Lhree miles wide, a mile and a 
half of railroad tracks have been 
torn from their moorings, and an 
unestimated 
amount of 
damage 


done to low farm land. 
Marshal 


H. A. Russell reported that the 
river had dropped two inches since

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Text of FDR'S First Talk 


MARIETTA, 
Ohio. <;T>. Presi-1 


dent Roosevelt asserted Friday the j 
nation Is on a "mental migration," 
•eeking to open new frontiers of 
•ocial and economic security. 


To that modern movement he 


pledged anew the leadership of his 
administration, 
and 
ui ged 
the 


people not to be "afraid to help 
each other." 


"Let us never forget that gov- 


ernment is ourselves and not an 
alien power over us," he said m 
an address commemorating the 
150th anniversary of the creation 
of the northwest territory. 


"I believe that the American 


people, not afraid of their own ca- 
pacity to choose forward looking 
representatives to run their gov- 
ernment, want the same co-opera- 
tive security and have the same 
courage to achieve it, in 1938 as 
in 1788. 


"I am sure they know that we 


Will always have a frontier—of 
social problems—and that we must 
always move m to bnng law and 
order to it. 


"In that confidence I am push- 


ing on I am sure that you will 
push on with me." 


In his Marietta 
address Mr. 


Roosevelt emphasized repeatedly 
the co-operative aspects of gov- 
ernment, both when the noithwest 
territory was being settled and in 
modern times. 


"Today under new conditions," 


he said, "a whole nation, the 
original 13 states and all the west 
and south that has grown out of 
them, is on a mental migration, 
dissatisfied 
with old conditions, 
seeking like the little band that 
came to Marietta to create new 
conditions—of secunty. And again 
the people see an ally in their own 
government. 


"The spirit of the frontier husk- 


ing b«e is found today in carefully 
drafted statutes—statutes insuring 
bank deposits; statutes providing 


mortgage money thru PHA: stat- 
utes providing help thru HOL.C for 
those in danger of foreclosure. 
"The cavalry captain who pro- 


tected the log cabins of the noith- 
west is now supplanted by legis- 
lators, like Senatoi Bulkley, toil- 
ing o\ fr the drafting of such stat- 
utes and over the efficiency of gov- 
ernment machinery to administer 
them so that such protection and 
help of government can be ex- 
tended to the full." 


The reference to Bulkley, op- 
posed by Gov George White in a 
hot fight for the democratic sena- 
torial nomination, was generally 
interpreted as a presidential boost 
for his candidacy. 


Likewise the reference to "the 


efficiency of government machin- 
ery" was taken by many to mean 
that Pi esident Roosevelt intends 
to make an issue of the govern- 
ment 
i eorgamzation 
bill which 


congress refused to approve de- 
spite his insistence on its pass- 
age. 


"When you think it thru," Mr 


Roosevelt 
said, 
"at the bottom 


most of the great protective stat- 
utes of today are in essence mu- 
tual insuiancc companies, and our 
recent legislation is not a 
de- 


parture from but a return to the 
healthy practices of mutual self, 
help of the early settlers of the 
northwest." 


Afc one point the president chose 


a quotation from a republican pre- 
decessor, Abraham Lincoln, who 
he said "incarnated the spirit of 
the people who were actually liv- 
ing in the northwest territory " 
" 'The legitimate object of gov- 


ernment,' " he quoted Lincoln, " 'is 
to do for a community of people 
whatever they need to have c>ne, 
but can not do at all, or can not 
do so well, for themselves, in their 
separate and individual capaci- 
ties ' " 


Mr. Roosevelt pointed out that 
long 
before 1788 frontiersmen 


were pushing into what was to be- 
come the northwest territory. But, 
he said: 


"We celebrate the coming of a 


different type of men and women 
—the first battalions of that or- 
ganized army of occupation which 
transplanted 
from over the Al- 


leghenies whole little civilizations 
that topk root and grew. 


"Under such 
conditions 
there 


was so much to get done which 
men could not get done alone, that 
the frontiersmen naturally reached 
out 
to 
government 
as 
their 
greatest single instrument of co- 
operative self-help with the aid 


of which they 
could get 
things 


done. To them the use of gov- 
ernment was but another form of 
the 
co-operation of good neigh- 


bors '* 
"Even so," Mr. Roosevelt said, 


"there were worried legalists back 
in the seaboard towns who were 
sure it was unconstitutional for 
the federal government to help to 
put roads and railroads and canals 
thru these new territories—who 
were sure that the nation would 
never get back the money it was 
plowing into development of the 
natural and human resources of 
the northwest."

refugee conference conferred with 
members of other delegations in 
an effort to estimate the total 
number of refugees from Germany 
and Austria who might 
be re- 


ceived as immigrants in the coun- 
tries represented here. 
Delegates of all 32 countries ex- 
press sympathy for the refugees. 
Thus far, however, no country has 
shown any eagerness to receive 
them in any number. 


The American delegates, as they 


started to work, had the following 
to go on: 


United States—Can admit 27,370 
Germans and Austrians a 
year 


under existing immigration quota. 
Brazil--Has an annual quota of 
3,099 Germans and 1,065 Aus- 
trians. 
Argentina—Permits entry of a 
limited 
number of immigrants, 


especially trained 
farmers 
with 
capital, 


Great Britain—Will find an out- 
let for a small number of selected 
refugees in East Africa, particu- 
larly in Kenya, and will shelter 
refugees temporarily in England 
to help them obtain training- which 
will fit them for settling over- 
seas. 


As regards other countries rep- 
resented, Australia reported Thurs- 
day 
that 
she was willing 
to 
facilitate immigration but sought 
British immigrants especially be- 
cause she had no race problem 
and 
wanted 
none. 
Canada re- 
ported that she was willing to aid 
in solution of the refugee problem 
but had only a limited ability to 
absorb immigrants. 
Belgium re- 


ported that she was unable to as- 
sume new commitments until the 
whole refugee situation had been 
clarified because she had already 
approached the saturation point as 
regards refugees.

THE OCEAN'S TREASURE. 


Those many expeditions whicl

Scripps institution of Oceanogra- 
phy has been studying the bottom 
of the sea and has discovered a 
limitless store of treasure there in 
form other than that of gold or 
precious stones.

of phosphate rock. This canyon, 
60 miles off shore, is one of scores 
discovered in ocean bottoms in the 
last two years.

support from Mr. Roosevelt- Nor 
ias the white house done anything 
.o rid the government of the feei- 
ng which has arisen during the 
present administration that com- 
missions and boards are creatures 
of 
the 
executive. Quasi-judicial 


commissions were originally cre- 
ated by congress as fair and objec- 
tive tribunals which could sit more 
or less as administrative courts, 


ut the president confers witli 
these officials and no publicity is 
jiven to what takes place in these 
conferences. The suspicion is that 
;he president does not hesitate to 
influence the decisions of these so- 
called quasi-judicial commissions 
Likewise, 
the 
"reorganization* 
slan, as set forth in the beginning, 
would have required these com- 
missions to go to the departments 
leaded 
by cabinet 
officers—po- 


litical appointees-—for approval oi 
their budgets. It is well known 
Lhat control of the budget of a 
commission means undue influence 
can be exercised. It is certainly 
no satisfaction to see the federal 
courts subservient to the depart- 
ment of justice for their annua" 
appropriations. Rather than seek 
the favor of a department whose 
officers appear before it was pro 
secuting attorneys, federal judges 
in too many instances, have hesi- 
tated to ask for needed increase.5

room she fell. 


"Don't hold him," she moaned 
McGowan. "I just jumped." 
Many of the witnesses of the 


spectacular rescue coupled Smith 
with the firemen in credit for 
saving the girl's life. 
The Los 


Angeles man held her dangling by 
ler wrists while the firemen hurr 
ried with the life net. 


Smith told police he was a naval 


mpplies salesman. 
He would not 


divulge the name of his firm. 
'You can lock me up if you want 
;o," he told Detective McGowan, 
'but I won't tell you any more." 
tie was not held. 


Smith said he was in New York 


on a business trip and Thursday 


night met Miss Strong in the bar 
of the hotel. They quarreled, he 
said, and he left her and went to 
his room. 
Some time later, he said, she 


came to his room. 
He let her in 


and then went back to bed while 
she sat on the window sill and 
continued the argument. Then, he 
asserted, she started out the win- 
dow,', screaming. 


Smith said he jumped out of 


bed and grabbed her wrists, but 
was unable to pull her back. 
Guests in adjoining rooms, awak- 
ened by the commotion, added 
their voices to the uproar. 


Fireman William McBride of a 


hook and ladder company next 
door heard the noise, saw the girl 
and within 30 seconds had aroused 
other firemen. 


Nine men carried a fire net to 


the top of the second floor set- 
back of the hotel, while Lieut. 
Charles McKenna called up: "Put 
your feet against the building, let 
go with your hands and push out!" 


Despite the interference of the 


open window, Miss Strong landed 
in the center of the net. She was 
still conscious when she was taken 
to a hospital.

The Middle Readers. 


The weaknesses in the situation 


of the 
president 
and 
the 
men 


around him are pretty obvious. He 
and his circle are 
isolated- He 


alone has either political influence 
or 
political 
experience. Among 


the Hopkinses and Corcorans, Co- 
hens and Jacksons, only one or 
two have ever held 
effective 
of- 


fice; only two or three are fitted 
even to serve as precinct captains, 
and not one of them could swing 
a state delegation In 1040. And in 
these last yeafrs the president him- 
self haa lost touch with his party's 
state organizations, preferring to 
leave the details of political man- 
agement 
to Postmaster 
General 


Farley. Unfortunately the presi- 
dent and his politically 
inexperi- 


enced advisers are the real new 
dealers, while big

others like him are not. It may 
seem startling, but it is true that 
even in the c * 'net no one but 
Harold Jckes cares a rap for the 
perpetuation of what

coran means by the now deal. And, 
both In the cabinet and out, there 
are lenders of the democracy who 
will tell you quite frankly: "We've 
gone far enough and fast enough 
in these last six years. In 1940 
the democratic party

able. There is not a first ranking 
democratic politician in the coun- 
try who would suffer men of the 
type of the white house advisers 
In his entourage and without men 
of this type, the new deal cannot 
be perpetuated. 


Voices to Persuade. 


The 
puzzle 
ran 
be 
simply 


stated. The president and his ad- 
visers have little chance to con- 
trol the convention. They have no 
candidate.

Barnea, in Sinai, to spy out the 
promised land. 
Only Caleb and

counsel of fear. 


Those ten spies, and all of their

He put it in a cup- 
board drawer, and neglected to re- 
place it. 


Medical testimony was that Ras- 


mussen died of a deconipenaated 
heart caused by excessive emo- 
tional 
disturbance, 
i which 
con- 


sisted of worry over the loss of 
the dairy 
cattle to 
which 
the 


poisoned'bran was fed and the de- 
struction of his dairy business, his 
livelihood. 
A 
chemist 
testified 


there was enough poison in the 
sack to kilt ail the people in Min- 
den. 
Rasmussen worried also be- 


cause of a fear that he might have 
poisoned customers to whom, he 
had delivered milk before the cows 
died. 
He became ill from fright 


and anxiety, spent some time 
in 


a hospital, and died nine months 
later. 


In his 
dessent 
Judge 
Carter 


holds that the negligence of Ben- 
son was not the first cause of the 
death of Rasmussen, and that it 
could not 
have been reasonably 
foreseen that his death would have 
been caused by Benson's negligent 
act. 
The death of a person is not 


a usual, natural and probable re- 
sult of the sale of poison bran for 
livestock 
feed, 
and while 
such 


negligent 
act 
may have con- 


tributed to 
the 
death 
or even 


caused it, there is no liability, he 
ays. 
Recovery for injuries result- 


ng from fright or ahock caused 
by the negligence of a person 
where "there is no injury inflicted 
at the same time may be had 
under 
some 
circumstances, but 


usually this is limited to 
cases 


where the plaintiff is subjected to 
physical peril.

where the shock or fright is oc- 
casioned by

TONY GHEBATORIS HANGED 
First Execution in 108 Years 


Held in Michigan. 


MILAN, Mich. (UP). Tony Che- 


batoris died on the gallows at Mi- 
lan prison farm just at dawn Fri 
day In the first execution held in 
Michigan in 108 years. The 'small, 
arrogant Pole who had spent more 
than half of his 38 years behind 
jars was executed for the murder 
of an innocent bystander during 
an abortive bank raid at Midland, 
Mich., last September, 
Cheba- 


torJs, who in his cell last fall des- 
ecrated holy pictures on the wall 
and snarled nt nuns who came to 


e him spiritual solace, mounted 


:he gallows between two guards. 
The trap was sprung at 5-08 a. m. 
At 0:21 Chebatoris was dead, the 
first prisoner in Michigan since 
1830 when Stephen Simmons was 
hanged publicly in Detroit 
for 


murder. 


The execution, shattering Michi- 


gan's 
century-long 
reputation 


against capital punishment, was 
decreed by federal Jaw.

authorities entered the case be- 
cause the Chemical State Savings 
bank which Chebatoris and a com- 
panion attempted to raid was a 
depository for federal funds.

attention because of Gov. Frank 
Murphy's eleventh hour appeal to 
President Roosevelt to

Michigan's tradition and remove

another state. 


Judge Atthur Tuttle, who 
sen- 


tenced Chebatoris, blocked the last 
avenue of hope to transfer the site 
when he ruled Thursday that the 
execution must be caned out ac- 
cording to the sentence—in Mich- 
igan. The execution was the first 
in the nation under the 
death 


clause of the national bank rob- 
bery act.

thing about the evil effects of fa- 
tigue in the child 
Emphasis was 


placed on the dangers of its neg- 
lect. Fatigu- in the adult, too, is 
equally important and its neglect is 
dangerous 


Like the child, the adult will suf- 


fer from dangerous fatigue if stead- 
ily deprived of adequate noun of 
rest, sleep and relaxation 
Bad re- 


sults are prone to occur if the dally 
v, ork is excessive and particularly 
if it is done under great mental 
strain, or if undue physical exer- 
tion is demanded 


The expected fatigue which is the 


result of no more than the ordinary 
exertion of the day is easily over 
come by rest 
Yet, it is true that 


some persons complain of the con- 
stant sense of being tired, regard-

the stars and stripes. 


Wunderlich responded by rais- 


ing his arm in the stiff gesture of 
the Hitler salute. 
"Is that the American salute?" 


Henry asked sharply. 


"No," Wunderlich said, "but it 


will be." 


The witness also said he believed 


there would be a national socialist 
party tormed in the United States 
on Hitler lines. 


Ernest Mueller, president of the 


league, returned a negative answer 
when asked if he believed in Hit- 
ler's principles, but said he did 
believe "to a certain extent" that 
Jews were enemies of the United 
States.

He also testified that when he 


told a reporter his organization 
would "get" the complainant in the 
case, he meant it would be done 
in a legal way—"by court action."

GIVEN FULL POWER 


Subcommittee Named Em- 


powered Subpoena Busi- 


ness Records. 


WASHINGTON. UP). The "tem- 


porary national economic cpmmit- 
tee" took the first step in a broad 
investigation of monopolistic prac- 
tices in business, appointing a 
sub-committee empowered to sub- 
poena records of business firms. 
The committee outlined a general 
course which Chairman O'Mahoney 
said pointed definitely toward an 
"objective, not a punitive, study of 
monopoly." 


O'Mahoney said it was safe to 


assume that when the committee 
completed its work it would rec- 
ommend to congress a 
general 


policy to be adopted by the gov- 
ernment toward business. 
This 


recommendation will not be limited 
to the field of monopoly alone, 
he disclosed, but will define, as 
nearly as possible, the course the 
committee thinks congress should 
adopt in legislation dealing with 
nil business. 


The sub-committee, headed by 


O'Mahoney, will act for the full 
committee in issuing subpoenas for 
records sought by government de- 
partments in their allied investi- 
gations. While some of the depart- 
ments represented on the economic 
committee have power to sub- 
poena records themselves, others 
do not. 


No Subpoenas for persons. 


O'Mahoney said no subpoenas 


for persons would be issued by this 
sub-committee. This power will be 
retained by the full 
committee, 


which does not. expect to begin 
public hearings before September. 
When O'Mahoney is absent from 
the city Representative Sumners 
(d., 
Tex.) will head the sub-com- 
mittee. Other members are Rep- 
resentative Eicher 
(d., la.) and 
Chairman W. O. Douglas of the 
securities commission.

pionship that Sarazen turned in 
the dizzy record of hitting a 279 
yard hole nine times in succession 
from the tee—his drive reaching a

of

mound in every round he played. 
No one who saw this battle will 


ever forget its finish. They were 
all square at 36 holes and they 
halved the 37th, Coming to the 
300 yard .38th, Hagen's great tee 
flhot stopped hole high, 15 yards 
from the pin with a shallow, nar- 
row trap to cross. 
Sarazen*s tee shot was a hook 
that first crashed thru a tree in 
out of bounds territory. The ball 
barely scrambled thru and dropped 
over the fence into 
knee high,

over. Sarazen was almost hidden 
from sight as he stooped over to 
play his 50 yard approach. It was 
an almost impossible shot. Hagcn 
was smiling as he walked up to his 
ball. Then the miracle happened. 
The white pill rose from the deep 
grass, hit the green and ran up 
within a yard of the cup. 
The brilliant Haig must have 


thought an earthquake 
had ar- 


rived. Without waiting to take his 
usual time, he stepped up quickly 
and pumped his short approach 
into the sand only six feet away. 
He almost holed his bunker chip, 
but the last stab had arrived too 
late as Sarazen got his birdie 3.

From that point on, Hagen's 


march thru match play golf might 
be entered as the finest of all golf- 
secutive P. G. A. championship 
matches before Leo Diegel finally 
halted his stampede in Baltimore. 
Up to that point Hagen had won 
28 of his last 29 matches against 
the best pros in golf. You can fig- 
ure what that takes. 
It will be interesting 
to see 
whether Denny Shute can carry 
on the Hagen tradition at Shaw- 
nee by making it three in a row, 
or whether Ralph Guldahl can add 
the match play crown to his medal 
play robe.

pitching at their best. 
By the

The little He- 
brew who smokes gigantic cigars 
and wears funny looking berets 
gave his all for ten years to Max 
Schmeling. Yussel's return for his 
shrewd handling and almost fierce 
loyalty was chicken feed and a 
million enemies among his own 
race, who were enraged because a 
Jew managed a nazi. 


Except for Tony Galento, the 
beer barrel that walks like a man 
and fights like John L. Sullivan, 
Yussel would be pretty close to 
down and out today. But for once 
loyalty promises to pay the little 
guy some returns 
Galento, 
the 
fighter 
he be- 


friended 
and 
picked 
up when 


everybody else forsook him, may 
never become heavyweight cham- 
pion but he should pile up a lot of 
gold for himself—and Jacobs—be- 
fore he becomes convinced he's 
better off guzzling beer in his New 
Jersey tavern than making a liv- 
ing as a fighter. 


Appreciates Favors. 


After Schmeling-, who seems all 


washed up in the fight trade, it 
must be refreshing to Yussel to 
handle a happy lark like Galento, 
who pays his manager well from 
his "cut" and who is grateful for 
everything 
done in his behalf. 


When Tony sees his picture in the 
paper, he doesn't study the cause 
and effect. He hangs it on the 
wall and telephones a "thanks" for 
the plug to his manager. 
But 


Schmeling— 
It is good to let sleeping dogs 


lie. 
Yet in fairness to Yussel it 
can be and should be written that 
he all but wasted ten years with 
the German Schlager. 
In fact, 


Max gave the man who made him 
such a small portion of his gate 
that he (Joe) wound up in a finan- 
cial hole. So small was his share 
that he didn't want to hide his 
pride by filing his managerial con- 
tract with the New York state 
athletic commission. 
His 
"cut" 


never was greater than 10 per- 
cent from the day Schmeling won 
the world heavyweight crown. Max 
Machon, the Teuton trainer who 
cut in after Max was near the 
top, got a much larger share. 


Will Not Beef. 


And yet, Jacobs, who often was 


criticized by Schmeling for using 
taxicabs on business instead of 
subways, never uttered a squawk 
against his fighter. 
Tho he took 
Max over at his request and got 
him his first fight in this country 
—and got nothing but spending 
money and expenses the first year 
when he raised his pui se from a 
starting $600 to $15,000—he never 
has let out a blast against him or 
Machon, a man he thoroly disliked. 
Even today, as interviewed him 
in his musty office off Seventh 
avenue, Yussel refused 
to 
beef 


over his tough breaks. 
Joe Jacobs' 
greatest perform- 


ance, insofar as Broadway box- 
ing experts are 
concerned, was 
staged on the German liner Bre- 
men just before it took the crip- 
pled Schmeling back to Germany, 
perhaps for good. A certain Ger- 
man official, who made every fight 
writer sore at Max's camp, also 
taunted Yussel. But Yusscl got 
revenge, he confessed. 


"I fixed the guy up for the whole 


crowd of us," said Yussel with a 
devilish squeal of delight. "Just 
before the tub sailed I slipped 
him a" 'Mickey Finn'."
